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(54) ADJUVANT FOR CANCER IMMUNOTHERAPY 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain an adjuvant for cancer immunotherapy, containing a colony formation 
stimulating factor (CSF) as an active ingredient and capable of remarkably increasing antitumor 
effects thereof by using with an immunopotentiator in combination. 

CONSTITUTION: An action enhancer for an immunopotentiator containing CSF, e.g., G-CSF, 
M-CSF, GM-CSF or CSF-HU, which is a proteinaceous factor capable of promoting propagation 
and differentiation of granulocytes or macrophages as an active ingredient. The adjuvant is 
capable of enhancing TNF (tumor necrosis factor) activity and sustaining the activity for a long 
period by using the immunopotentiator (e.g., picibanil, krestin, lenthinan or sizofilan), increasing 
the TNF activity through monocytes, granulocj^es or lymphocytes and producing antitumor 
effects and CSF in combination. The CSF is dissolved in physiological saline solution for 
injection so as to provide 103W106 units/ml and administered by intravenous injection, drip 
infusion, intramuscular injection, etc. The dose thereof is within the range of lOOOWl 50000 
units/kg body weight a time. 
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
